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E-business offers flexible job search for students

Although the economic recession has proven 
an obstacle for many American companies, for 
one e-business, the recession may have been 
a blessing. 

Mike Nagel, the online producer for 
Care.com, said care services are some- 
thing Americans simply cannot go with- 
out. 

"Say there's a two-parent household 
and someone's hours got cut back; the 
other parent will have to go and pick up 
more hours, and so that leaves the kids 
needing more hours of babysitting," Na- 
gel said. "We're actually providing a ser- 
vice that people need more in this econ- 
omy when the job situations of so many 
Americans are on shaky ground." 

He said Care.com initiated operations 
about three years ago but has grown 
quickly in spite of economic challeng- 
es. The Web site offers a matching service 
for seekers and providers of care services. 
Care.com is designed for babysitters, nan- 
nies, senior care providers, special needs 
care providers, tutors, housekeepers and 
petsitters. 

Although the business is not specifical- 
ly geared toward college students, Nagel 
said a number of students have created 
job profiles on the Web site. 

"Many of them are looking to share 
their expertise," Nagel said. "Also, we of- 
fer a lot of flexibility; you're able to post 
your own schedule there." 



"So, as a college student ... you can look for jobs that 
match your schedule rather than trying to figure your 
class schedule around a job." 

Danielle Winkler, junior in pre-nursing, said this 
flexibility is one of the reasons she joined Care.com. 

"One of my friends had told me about it, and it was 
really easy," Winkler said. "I use this site only for oc- 
casional jobs, like in the evenings or on the weekends, 
and so I get enough from Care.com ... enough to keep 
me busy." 

She said Care.com is the only job search Web site 
she has used because of the ease of use and her level of 
success with the service. 

"You make a profile, and you can put in informa- 
tion like what your schedule is, what days you would 
be available, and your phone number," Winkler said. 
"Then, basically, they just contact you." 

Lisa Terhaar, mother of two from St. George, Kan., 
said she started using Care.com about a year ago. 

"It's been great - we've used two different caregiv- 
ers," Terhaar said. "The first one, she was good, but I 
think she left college ... so then we've used Danielle 
[Winkler] ever since, and she's been great." 

Terhaar said she would rate her satisfaction with 
Care.com at eight out of ten. She said she was only dis- 
satisfied with the speed at which the service processes 
requests for background checks and references. 

Nagel said requests for background checks and care- 
giver references may take some time, as Care.com must 
rely on input from other sources to make that informa- 
tion available. 

"What happens with the background check pro- 
cess is if a member requests one from a caregiver, it 
takes about 24 hours to process that on the back end," 
Nagel said. "24 hours meaning one business day." 

He said the process is not instantaneous if the care- 



giver does not have a background check on hie. Even 
then, Nagel said caregivers must approve every request 
for a background check. 

"It does contain private information," Nagel said. 
"We don't just publish that on the Web site for any- 
one to see." 

He also said caregivers are wholly responsible for 
providing references, if they choose to do so.

Message Board to promote events, 
activities for K- State community

A message board will be con- 
structed on the corner of Anderson 
Ave. and 17th St. to display informa- 
tion about university events and ser- 
vices. 

This project was proposed in the 
spring of 2009 but had been put 
on hold after public concerns were 
raised on the safety, placement and 
aesthetics of the sign. The new pro- 
posal addresses each of these con- 
cerns. 

Bernard Pitts, assistant vice pres- 
ident for Student Life and executive 
director of the Student Union, said 
the message 



board would display only brief stat- 
ic messages to make the sign less dis- 
tracting. He said the LED sign has 
video capabilities but these features 
will not be used. 

"We have no intent on making this 
a Las Vegas strip sign. There will be 
no moving videos or special effects," 
he said. 

The message board is two-sid- 
ed, so traffic coming east and west 
on Anderson will be able to see the 
screen. The 4-feet tall, 10-feet wide 
sign will be set back in the greenway 
north of the stone wall and sidewalk 
that runs parallel with Anderson Av- 
enue. It will also be constructed with 
the same limestone with which the 
parking garage and K- State Alumni 
Center were built. 




Student Union 



The funding for this project will 
come from a group of university bod- 
ies including the Student Union, Mc- 
Cain Auditorium, K- State University 
Foundation, Student Life, the Alum- 
ni Association and the Marianna 
Kistler Beach Museum of Art. 

The group met Wednesday morn- 
ing to discuss policies and proce- 
dures, including how long messages 
would stay up on the board. 

Pitt said the intent of the sign is to 
provide a means of outreach to pro- 
mote events to the K- State and Man- 
hattan community. 

Jeff Morris, vice president of com- 
munications and marketing, said the 
board would be helpful for people in 
the community to get a number of 
messages in one place. 

"I certainly can see the value in 
terms of exposure for the university 
and campus," he said. 

Several sponsors of the group ex- 
pressed optimism for the mission the 
message board encompasses. 

"Anything that helps the universi- 
ty communicate its programs to the 
university and surrounding commu- 
nity will enhance the quality of lives 
of those we serve," said Todd Holm- 
berg, executive director of McCain 
Auditorium. 

Pitts said the message board 
would only display messages associ- 
ated with the K- State community. 

Construction on the project will 
begin in the next few months.

Ahearn upgrades 
to be provided

Under a new bill, the Stu- 
dent Senate plans to pro- 
vide means for the Athletic 
Department to renovate the 
bleachers at Ahearn Field 
House. The bill, which will 
be introduced in the Senate 
this evening, provides an in- 
crease to the privilege fee in 
return for lower season tick- 
et prices for students. 

Chair of the Privilege Fee 
Committee Jessica Schultz, 
senior in political science, 
said that in the past, the In- 
tercollegiate Athletics De- 
partment would request a 
percentage increase over 
last year's budget. She said 
this has normally been 3 
percent. 

The contract is reviewed 
every three years and con- 
ditions within the contract 
are negotiated between 
the Privilege Fee Commit- 
tee and the athletic depart- 
ment. Contract negotiations 
for the new contract, that 
are included within the bill, 
ended at Monday's commit- 
tee meeting. 

"We're hoping it will pro- 
vide more incentive for stu- 
dents to buy tickets," Jessica 



Schultz said. "They did not 
sell out this year." 

During previous years, 
season tickets have sold out. 

In order for the athletic 
department to lower tick- 
et prices, the privilege fee, a 
fee that is incorporated into 
student tuition prices, will 
be raised. The total amount 
of the increase will be 
$149,999 the first year, and 
the increase will go down to 
$79,999 the second year. 

The SGA will provide 
$70,000 to match the de- 
partment's contributions for 
the project. 

"The SGA is splitting 
this project with them in 
the hopes of getting im- 
proved seating for volleyball 
games," said Speaker of Stu- 
dent Senate Amy Schultz, 
senior in biology. "It's a 
pretty big change." 

Jessica Schultz said 
that the current seating in 
Ahearn dates back to the 
1970s, and portions of it are 
reused from the old baseball 
stadium. 

The contract also sets the 
student employee wages for 
the fiscal years 2011, 2012 
and 2013.

The long-awaited Olive Gar- 
den restaurant will be opening 
in Manhattan in late March or 
early April, said Rick Kiolbasa, 
partner of Dial Realty Corp. 

Part of the Downtown Rede- 
velopment Project, rumors have 
been circulating about the res- 
taurant around the Manhattan 
community for more than two 
years. Kiolbasa said the wait 
was due to a variety of reasons. 

"Part of it was national econ- 
omy," Kiolbasa said. "Manhat- 
tan is still a vibrant economy, 
but what happens nationally af- 
fects everyone."

Focus on the Family to air pro-life ad

A religious group called Focus on the 
Family plans to air an anti-abortion ad- 
vertisement featuring Tim Tebow and his 
mother, Pam, during the Super Bowl this 
coming Sunday. Some people think this 
inappropriate. 

The story is that Pam Tebow was preg- 
nant with Tim while she was in the Philip- 
pines. She became ill during the pregnancy 
and doctors advised her to abort the preg- 
nancy. She declined on religious grounds 
and now we have Tim Tebow, 2007 Heis- 
man Trophy winner. The ad is expected to 
describe this story in an attempt to pro- 
mote an anti-abortion stance. 

CBS reserves the right to deny advertis- 
ing to whomever they choose. Historical- 
ly, CBS has not allowed such controversial 
issues to be advertised on their station, es- 
pecially during such a well watched event. 
Now, according to the Associated Press, 
CBS has changed its stance towards ad- 
vocacy ads in the past few years, allowing 
those that are "responsibly produced" to 
air on their station. 

Women's groups across the nation have 
complained about the ad and have asked 
that it be removed from their program- 
ming. Rather than ask that it be removed, 
the women's group should just counter the 
ad with an abortion rights ad. 

Focus on the Family representatives 
said the ad will not be overly aggressive. 
This commercial will spark controversy, 
no matter how non-aggressive of a stance 
they may take.

Mendenhall's statistics misleading, out of context 




Beth Mendenhall's response to 
my Jan. 14 article "Enlisted wom- 
en should be required to take birth 
control," completely misses the 
point. My article was specifical- 
ly about women soldiers who are 
in, or about to be deployed to com- 
bat zones who intentionally get 
pregnant in order to avoid being in 
a combat zone, and not about all 
women soldiers. 

Mendenhall uses statistics stating 
women lose no more work time 
than men, and that the men are 
more likely to lose work because of 
disciplinary reasons or sports inju- 
ries. "Sports injuries" are not terri- 
bly likely injuries in a combat zone. 
In fact, I couldn't find any among 
the gunshot wounds, IEDs, snip- 
er attacks, helicopter crashes, ve- 
hicle accidents, mortars and so on. 
I have a feeling that Mendenhall 
used a statistic that applies for sol- 
diers in general instead of specifi- 
cally soldiers in combat zones. 

Another statistic she used stat- 
ed that "only 2,711 enlisted women 
were released for being pregnant in 
2007." Released from what? From 
combat zones? 

I looked up that statistic and 
found that the number she used re- 
ferred to women soldiers released 
from active duty. This made me 



smack myself on the forehead. The 
statistic again applies to all military 
and not just the women in com- 
bat zones. Also, the term "released 
from active duty" means that, un- 
less they were in the Reserves, the 
soldier has been released from the 
military altogether and is no lon- 
ger a soldier. A female soldier who 
becomes pregnant, regardless of 
whether she was in a combat zone 
or not, is not necessarily released 
from active duty. Many remain in 
the military. This statistic is mis- 
leading and used out of context, 
much like the quotes Mendenhall 
snagged from my article. 

I would also like to point out 
that in 2007, the same year Mend- 
enhall quoted in her statistic, there 
were 117 U.S. soldiers killed and 
752 wounded in combat. That's a 
grand total of 869. Suddenly 2,711 
enlisted women "released" due to 
pregnancy sounds excessive. 

But how many of those "re- 
leased" women happened to be in 
combat zones when they decided to 
stick a bun in the oven? It doesn't 
say. 

A study titled "The Impact of 
Pregnancy on U.S. Army Readi- 
ness" by Major Meredith Buch- 
er found that the non-deployabili- 
ty rate for women was three times 
higher than the rate for men. 

"When pregnancy is taken into 
account women have nearly four 
times as much lost time as men," 
Bucher stated in the article. 

Major Kohji Kure provided 
some numbers on the Combined 
Arms Center blog from his last as- 
signment: over a 15 month period, 
237 of his fellow soldiers were sent 



home for disease and non-battle in- 
juries, or DNBI. Another 131 sol- 
diers were sent home because of 
pregnancy. This means that 36 per- 
cent of these soldiers sent home for 
medical, non-battle related reasons 
were due to pregnancy. 

Kure goes on to state that "Exist- 
ing medical information systems fail 
to capture this worthwhile data be- 
cause 'pregnancy' is not considered 
a medical condition reportable un- 
der DNBI criteria. The clear differ- 
ence between DNBI and pregnan- 
cy - the latter is 100 percent pre- 
ventable." 

Rather than making birth con- 
trol mandatory for deployed fe- 
male soldiers, Kure suggests a sys- 
tem to replace these lost soldiers. I 
found this to be a far more reason- 
able solution than Mendenhall's 
suggestion of... Oh, wait. Menden- 
hall didn't have any suggestions. 
My bad. 

As for Mendenhall's comments 
about the side effects of Depo Pro- 
vera, I'd like to remind everyone 
that all hormonal birth controls 
have side effects, many of which 
are worse than Depo. I have yet to 
see a "call this law firm for money" 
commercial for Depo, but I have 
seen them for Yaz, and Yaz is still 
on the market. Also, bone density 
loss is both preventable and treat- 
able with modern medicine, as op- 
posed to some of the side effects 
soldiers have gotten from experi- 
mental drugs and vaccines. 

Beth Mendenhall's statistic that 
one in three enlisted women is 
raped during her military career is 
sad, but the number of women who 
get raped in college is between one 



in four and one in five, and stu- 
dents have a significantly less risky 
job than soldiers. Mendenhall can 
throw rape statistics around until 
she's blue in the face, but it doesn't 
change the fact that many women 
are intentionally getting pregnant 
because they don't want to be in a 
war zone. 

Rape aside, if two soldiers are 
about to get busy and the woman 
claims she's on birth control when 
she's not, how is the man supposed 
to know she's lying? Pills and shots 
are not as visible as, say, a con- 
dom, which is really the only op- 
tion available to the guy. Menden- 
hall asks why I don't suggest revers- 
ible vasectomies for the men. The 
simple answer is there's a big differ- 
ence between mandatory shots and 
mandatory surgery. 

A soldier's duty in combat is 
to be a soldier, not to procreate. 
They are more than welcome to get 
pregnant and have as many chil- 
dren as they want when they are 
on the home front, but when they 
are deployed to combat zones, they 
should not be allowed to get preg- 
nant. Pregnancy is completely pre- 
ventable. Allowing women soldiers 
a loophole that sends them home 
causes problems for the remaining 
men and women in combat and un- 
dermines the authority of all wom- 
en. And what kid wants to grow up 
being referred to as "mommy's little 
escape plan?"

PETA uses extreme tactics to get media coverage 



Dear Editor, 

I was happy to see discussion of animal rights 
in the news ("PETA Seeks the Limelight, Uses 
Attacks for Promotion," Feb. 2). However, Les- 
lie Campbell does not seem to have any under- 
standing of social justice, health or groundhogs. 

A pie in the face of a politician has a long 
history across many social issues. This harm- 
less, vaudevillian stunt-in which a caring activ- 
ist and mother lobbed a tofu cream pie at a pol- 
itician-grabbed headlines, bringing the plight 
of animals to the attention of audiences around 
the world. Throwing pies is theatrics; slaughter- 
ing seals is violence. 

It is these tactics, and the resulting media 
blitz, that allow PETA to expose the plight of 
animals like Punxsutawney Phil, who is kept in 
a cage most of his life. We suggested that Ben & 
Jerry's switch to using human breast milk in its 
ice cream, for example, because it brings to light 
that mother cows are repeatedly impregnated in 



order to produce an unnaturally high amount of 
milk. Their children are ripped from them just 
hours after birth, and many will be chained up 
before being slaughtered for veal. 

Advertisements like our "Save the Whales, 
Lose the Blubber" billboard start a public dis- 
course about the fact that cow's milk is one of 
the leading sources of saturated fat and choles- 
terol in the American diet and the fact that stud- 
ies have shown that milk actually leeches calci- 
um from the bones. 

While milk and other animal products are 
consistently linked to obesity, heart disease, di- 
abetes, and other common health problems, the 
American Dietetic Association, The World Can- 
cer Research Fund, and many studies have en- 
dorsed a plant-based diet as healthy and effec- 
tive in fighting disease. 

The author is right about one thing: PETA 
has no shame. Our main objective is to educate 
people and inspire them to participate in grass- 
roots action. We will do just about anything, in- 



cluding pulling flamboyant stunts, to deliver our 
message because experience has taught us that 
the media cannot resist unconventional behav- 
ior, and we need the media to reach the public 
and advocate animal rights. 

Unlike the exploiters we oppose, mostly 
wealthy industries and corporations, we can't 
afford costly ad campaigns. We have to arrange 
for "free advertising" via media coverage. We 
prefer to have serious discussions about animal 
rights, but the media does not. 

I recommend Campbell take a few minutes 
to visit peta2.com, where she can see the horri- 
ble reality of animals raised for food, clothing, 
entertainment, and experimentation. This reali- 
ty immediately reveals that animal abusers, not 
PETA, are the "vicious" and "ridiculous" ones.

Privilege 
fees to rise 

Dear Wildcats, 

Each semester K-State 
students pay a privilege fee 
as part of their tuition cov- 
erage. These fees provide 
for a multitude of uses on 
campus, especially for stu- 
dent services. A review of 
the privilege fee usage and 
amounts is conducted each 
year by the Student Gov- 
erning Association. Chang- 
es and updates to the bud- 
get are conducted to ensure 
that students are gaining the 
most returns from their priv- 
ilege fees. 

For the 2008-2009 school 
year the privilege fee bud- 
get was $12,327,039. A sig- 
nificant portion of this was 
spent on student services, 
such as Career and Employ- 
ment Services or the Lafene 
Health Center. 

For instance, 35 percent 
of the budget was spent on 
student health services, cov- 
ering Lafene Health Cen- 
ter and Counseling Servic- 
es. Both of these on-campus 
services are free to students 
for their duration at K-State. 

Another significant por- 
tion of the budget is spent 
on maintaining the Stu- 
dent Union. The Union of- 
fers a multitude of services 
to the student body, many of 
which rely on the privilege 
fee payments. 

Recently, the Recreation 
Complex Expansion has 
been an addition to the priv- 
ilege fee budget, comprising 
of about 5 percent. Expan- 
sion plans are currently be- 
ing approved and are in the 
process of quickly becoming 
a reality for K-State students 
and the Manhattan com- 
munity. 

The projected privilege 
fee budget for the Fiscal 
Year 2010 is $12,499,238. 
Additions to the privilege fee 
budget are currently under 
debate within Student Sen- 
ate. Tonight, the Privilege 
Fee Committee will be intro- 
ducing a new resolution. It 
calls for a moderate increase 
in payments to athletics, un- 
der the privilege fee budget, 
to better reduce and fix stu- 
dent athletic ticket prices for 
the next three years. 

Another portion of the 
increase will fund half of 
a $135,000 project to in- 
stall a new seating system in 
Ahearn Field House. I think 
this is a great project and 
will give our students and 
other supporters of our ath- 
letic teams a better opportu- 
nity to watch athletic events. 
The other half of the fund- 
ing for the project will come 
from the Department of 
Athletics. 

Senate will be debating 
the resolution next Thursday 
at 7 p.m. in the Union Big 
12 Room. If you are interest- 
ed or feel passionately about 
the handling of privilege 
fees, please contact your stu- 
dent senators.

Sweat will also have 
the help of young fresh- 
men Taelor Karr, Britta- 
ny Chambers and Mariah 
White. Chambers has al- 
ready shown what she can 
do as a scorer, and White 
has the skill set to break a 
defender's ankles. 

Next year may be a big 
question mark. The team 
will be without senior lead- 
ers Sweat and Kari Kincaid. 
However, with their leader- 
ship setting an example for 
other players on the team, 
the sophomores will learn 
quickly. Coach Deb Pat- 
terson is one of the great- 
est women's coaches in the 
game, and she puts a great 
deal of emphasis in the way 
the team should practice 
and play during the week. 

The Big 12 tournament 
will be a time when the 
Wildcats can show how 
good they really are. If they 
gain some momentum and 
go far in the tournament, 
it could help them possibly 
earn an NCAA berth. 

It is rare a team with 10 
losses in a season makes it 
to the big dance, but there 
is always a shot to earn the 
gold. A trip to the NCAA 
Tournament would be a 
great feeling for the Wild- 
cats and even good for the 
conference, because as one 
of the strongest conferenc- 
es in basketball, it would be 
represented more. 

Who knows where the 
season will end up? Like I 
said, this team is unpredict- 
able at times. You can nev- 
er make a true bet of when 
they will win big because 
the season is long and 
takes a lot of hard work.

Getting Mauled 



Baylor 
gets best 
of K-State

The Wildcats stayed with No. 
15 Baylor for most of their game 
last night, but a late 18-3 drive 
from the Bears in the second half 
shifted the momentum to Baylor 
to give the Bears the 65-47 win. 

"I thought we were pretty good 
and competitive against a high- 
quality basketball team in the first 
half," head coach Deb Patterson 
said, adding that her team's per- 
formance decreased in the sec- 
ond half. "We were just not good 
in the second half on the offen- 
sive end of the floor." 

Baylor (16-5, 3-4 Big 12 Con- 
ference) picked up its first road 
victory with a win over K- State 
(11-10, 3-4). Baylor's head coach 
Kim Mulkey said she was hap- 
py to finally get a win away from 
home. 

"At some point, we have to 
win on the road," Mulkey said. "I 
thought it was a good win. In the 
Big 12, victories are hard to come 
by, especially on the road." 

The game was evenly matched 
in the first half as the teams 
picked up minuscule runs and 
fought neck-and-neck for an ad- 
vantage. Halfway through, the 
Bears were up 20-13, but K-State 
regained the momentum to bring 
the game to a tie with 4:37 left in 
the half. The game oscillated be- 
tween the teams for the remain- 
der to send them to the lock- 
er rooms with K-State down 28- 
30. Baylor narrowly edged out 
the Wildcats for most of the sec- 
ond half before clinching the 
game about 12 minutes in with 
the beginning of an unstoppable 
12-point drive. 

K-State was led by senior for- 
ward Ashley Sweat, who scored 
22 points after hitting almost half 
of her shots from the floor. Soph- 
omore forward Jalana Childs 
picked up her own nine points 
and a team-high seven rebounds, 
six of them offensive. 

Baylor's freshman center Britt- 
ney Griner proved to be the dom- 
inating force

the game 12 all. The Bears used 
the break from a timeout to find 
their footing on the court and 
pull ahead behind perfect free 
throw shooting from Griner and 
a pair of baskets from junior 
guard Kelli Griffin. Down 15-24, 
K-State rallied 
to make nine 
points in un- 
der three min- 
utes to once 
again tie the 
game at 24 all. 
The teams trad- 
ed points back 
and forth to fin- 
ish the half with 
Baylor leading 
30-28. 

At this point 
in the game, 
Griner had al- 
ready record- 
ed four of the five blocks with a 
few rebounds and assists. Oppo- 
site her, Sweat was hitting near- 
ly half her shots for a total of 12 
points. 

Neither team could find much 
luck after halftime until about 



goal from Childs started a rip- 
ple of shots on both sides - In- 
state scored nine and Baylor 
scored seven in three minutes - 
to keep the tie 37 all. With 15 
minutes left in play, Baylor's 
Griner scored eight to kick off 
a 10-point drive over three from 
K-State to pull ahead 47-40. The 
Bears continued their onslaught 
with another nine points versus 



to 56-41 during a seven-minute 
K-State dry spell. At 4:48, Gri- 
ner increased the score to 60-41 
with a rare dunk - her fourth of 
the year. From there, the Wild- 
cats forced an effort to reclaim 
some points, but Baylor out- 
scored them to take the game.

K-State adds 16 in 2010 recruiting class

Coach Bill Snyder final- 
ized one piece of the puzzle 
for next year's football season 
yesterday by announcing the 
2010 recruiting class. 

The class, while not her- 
alded nationally like many 
of the bigger programs from 
the Big 12 and SEC, features 
16 freshman and several ju- 
nior college players. The class 
also includes players who 
were around last year, led by 
quarterback Sammuel Lamur, 
who redshirted. The class is 
ranked by Rivals.com as the 
11th class out of the Big 12, 
ahead of the Colorado Buf- 
faloes. Snyder admitted that 
the recruiting landscape has 
changed since his first ten- 
ure with the Wildcats ended 
in 2005. 

"You look at how the re- 
cruiting process has sped up," 
Snyder said. "There are no se- 
crets. Everybody is visible, so 
there are no hidden recruits 
in the United States of Amer- 
ica. A 5-year old sneezes, he's 
on Rivals.com and I get it at 4 
o'clock in the morning on my 
BlackBerry." 

Snyder said several times 



that he is not yet comfortable 
with what the recruiting land- 
scape has evolved to. Howev- 
er, he knows to stay competi- 
tive he and his staff will have 
to learn to deal with those 
changes. 

While the coach talked 
about many of the recruits, 
his description of incoming 
freshman DeMarcus Robin- 
son included one comparison 
that will excite many Wildcat 
fans. 

"DeMarcus (Robinson) is 
a very quiet young guy, very 
reminiscent in terms of his 
presence to Darren Sproles," 
he said. "He's very quiet, very 
humble and just goes about 
doing what he does." 

Snyder described Robinson, 
a four-star recruit by Rivals, 
com and Wichita product, as 
a player with good speed, sol- 
id moves and the ability to 
change directions. At 5 feet 
9 inches, the comparison to 
former Wildcat great Darren 
Sproles is easy to make. How- 
ever, Snyder cautioned that it 
is hard to tell just how good a 
class is until they have a cou- 
ple years in the system. 

Snyder also said during 
the conference that the Wild- 



cats' recruitment of several 
300-pound lineman will add 
immediate depth to both the 
offensive and defensive lines, 
which was a focus this offsea- 
son and a clash with the phi- 
losophy of former coach Ron 
Prince. 

"Yes, we can build guys 
up, but we need some guys to 
come in and make a contribu- 
tion at the early stage of their 
career," he said. "You've got 
to be more than 300 pounds. 
We're not going to go out and 
recruit young guys just be- 
cause they're 300 pounds." 

One advantage this class 
has over others is the high 
amount of incoming players 
who have previous experi- 
ence at other schools or have 
chosen to enroll at K-State a 
semester early and take part 
in spring practices. Overall, 
the coach seemed pleased 
with the athletes he is bring- 
ing in. 

"Anytime you can say 
you've got 16 in your recruit- 
ing class that are right here 
with you, there's got to be 
something positive about it in 
that respect and not having 
to wait another semester for 
them to get here," he said.

Aaron Eats: Coco Bolos' atmosphere turns up the heat

Another week of food, an- 
other tasty bite out of the Lit- 
tle Apple, and I am back 
again with food this week 
from Coco Bolos. Hidden be- 
tween Aggieville and Star- 
buck's, this little gem of a res- 
taurant caught my atten- 
tion and begged to be written 
about. With genuine Caribbe- 
an flair and southwestern piz- 
zazz, Coco Bolos was recom- 
mended to me on more than 
one occasion, and it was time 
to give it a test or put it to rest. 

A combination of casu- 
al dining and culturally ec- 
centric flair, it was hard to 
get a read on the place when 
I first arrived. A separate, at- 
tached dining room surround- 
ed by glass windows leads into 
the main restaurant, where a 
stack of apparently fire-safe 
windows allows you to see the 
cooks while they are prepping 
your food. 

Now, I'm always a bit tak- 
en aback by being able to see 
the whole kitchen. Yes, I do 
want to know that 'Billy Bob 
Scratch-It' hasn't been rubbing 
his face and then dressing my 
salad, but I also don't partic- 
ularly want to know what the 
cooks are up to. In America it 
proves true that for the most 
part, what we don't know 
won't hurt us. 

With that being said, I give 
credit to the fact that upon 
curious and generally thor- 
ough examination, none of 
the cooking staff did anything 
questionable, and the restau- 
rant carried about it a pleasant 
tidiness. Even the restrooms 
were above par on cleanliness 



for Manhattan. 

Quite promptly, we were 
waited on, seated and our 
drinks were ordered. Aside 
from our strangely wobbly ta- 
ble, which I might add would 
be terribly distracting on $5 
Margarita Carafe night, the at- 
mosphere was pleasant and 
casual. We were greeted with 
the specials, and soon to arrive 
at our table was a lovely com- 
bination of spinach, artichoke, 
shrimp and cheese with chips 
on the side. 

With a general lack of vari- 
ety in the appetizer selection, 
if chili peppers are not your 
thing, you may want to skip to 
the main course. My own cre- 
do being that spice is nice, I 
enjoyed the power packed into 
every bite of Coco Bolos. May- 
be euphoric for many reasons, 
the simplest could be a lack of 
competitive rivals in the area, 
but dinner was quite enjoyable. 

With a side of the ocean 
and breeze of coastal air, the 
food at Coco Bolos takes you 
to a place not often found in 
Manhattan. As the mango 
and pineapple, in their differ- 
ent salsas, danced on the pal- 
ate, I found myself fighting to 
slow down and enjoy the food. 
Accompanied by one of their 
many drinks, the conversation 
can begin to dwindle as the ex- 
perience takes over. 

What about the food! I had 
the opportunity to try a few 
different dishes throughout the 
night, starting with a Carib- 
bean Jerk Sandwich, often re- 
ferred to as a Cuban. Packed 
into a nice fresh hoagie-style 
roll and served up with Taters 
Las Cruces, this easier-on- 
the-pocketbook sandwich 
made a huge dent in my appe- 
tite. With ancho chilies, cilan- 
tro and cheese, this was pork 
heaven on a roll. The potatoes 
were incredibly spiced with a 



red sauce that kept you crav- 
ing more. Also on the menu 
for our table that night: Mar- 
garita Chicken bathed in Sau- 
za tequila, served with black 
beans, rice and vegetable du 
jour and then a snippet of the 
most delicious quesadilla filled 
with black beans and fresh 
crab meat, pico de gallo and 
Monterey Jack cheese. 

To finish the food epidem- 
ic and tickle the taste buds just 
once more, our little group 
of taste troopers decided to 
sweeten the deal with Coco 
Bananas, or served up Coco 
Bolos-style bananas foster. 
Let me tell you this: best deci- 
sion of the night! The banan- 
as are flambeed in dark rum 
sauce with roasted pecans, cin- 
namon, brown sugar and but- 
ter served over fresh vanilla ice 
cream. Delicious! I've had this 
particular dish in a few res- 
taurants, but Coco Bolos def- 
initely hit this one out of the 
park to cap off our night and 
tuck us in real tight. This sug- 
ary treat will please the deep, 
tempted side of your soul. 

A bit pricey for an every 
night occurrence, Coco Bo- 
los reserves a special night 
to enjoy with even more spe- 
cial friends or family. Not for 
the faint of heart, or proba- 
bly the bland of enjoyers, the 
flair and spice will perk you 
up but could probably put 
some down. 

To a night that will be re- 
membered and a restaurant I 
will think of returning to for 
many nights to come, Coco 
Bolos is a must-try for any true 
Wildcat. Enjoy some music, 
live on the edge and eat some 
of the more exotic food that 
Manhattan has to offer.

Corbett, senior in marketing and the 
minister of propaganda for Tallgrass 
Brewery. Jeff Gill, owner of Tallgrass 
Brewery, assured me with a straight 
face that their job titles were correct. 

At that point all I could say was, 
"Very well, on with the tour." 

My tour group of about 20 people, 
beer glasses in hand, followed Gill 
around the massive fermenting tanks, 
bottling machines and stacks of emp- 
ty kegs. We listened with interest as

dance since 1862." To the left was a 
shelf with T-shirts and hats for sale, 
and in front of that was a small bar. 

Behind the bar was where things 
got interesting. The first thing I no- 
ticed was four beer taps and lots 
of small beer glasses for sampling 
the wares. Then my attention was 
snagged by the guy who poured me a 
beer, Austin Hibbs, because he intro- 
duced himself as "the assistant min- 
ister of propaganda" for Tallgrass 
Brewery. Soon after that, I met Kyle 



tasty, beer-mak- 
ing facts with 
funny stories 
about his wife 
and kids. 

Gill graduat- 
ed from K-State 
in 2005 and 
worked as a ge- 
ologist. Brew- 
ing beer was a 
hobby at home 
that consumed 
his life as sure- 
ly as it did the 
space in the ga- 
rage. One day, 
as he prepared to brew some beer 
while in charge of his twin daugh- 
ters, he realized he was missing a 
few ingredients. Not feeling up to the 
task of herding the kids, getting them 
dressed, and driving to the store to 
get what he needed, he decided to 
improvise. The resulting concoction 
became his future flagship beer - the 
Tallgrass Ale. 

Today, Tallgrass Brewery distrib- 
utes bottles and kegs of beer all over 
Kansas and parts of Nebraska. They 



have won awards, including first 
place at the U.S. Beer Open Cham- 
pionships in Atlanta, Ga., last year 
for their Tallgrass Ale and Tallgrass 
Wheat. They have also expanded 
their selection, offering such brews as 
the Tallgrass Kold and Buffalo Sweat. 

Buffalo Sweat was originally in- 
tended to be a seasonal beer, but the 
overwhelming popularity has caused 
Gill to consider making it part of the 
regular lineup. In fact, bottles of Buf- 
falo Sweat are currently outselling 
the next most popular beer, the I PA, 
by almost two to one. The only com- 
plaints Gill has received about his 
tasty Buffalo Sweat are the facts that 
buffalo do not sweat and are techni- 
cally called bison in this country. 

"I'm a brewer, not a biologist," Gill 
said with a shrug. 

2010 promises to be a busy year 
for Tallgrass Brewery. Gill said he 
hopes to increase distribution to sev- 
en or eight states and introduce two 
new beers. 

As the tour wound to a close, Gill 
lead our group back into the lounge, 
where the minister and assistant min- 
ister refilled our glasses and invited 
us to relax and chat for a while. 

"Free entertainment on a Satur- 
day. What could be better?" said 
Matthew Olson, Manhattan resident. 
This was Olson's third time touring 
the brewery, but his first time getting 
to tour with Gill. 

"What's not to love?" said Hibbs. 
"Beer, beer, beer, people, beer." 

I could see now why Hibbs was 
the assistant minister of propaganda. 
He made an excellent point. I hand- 
ed him my glass for a refill.
